A Luminous Idea. 

Wo understand (eays the Singapore 
Free Press) thas the Straits Chineso British 
Association have before them what might 
bo properly termed quite a luminous ides 
in connection with the approaching visit 
of the Dako and Duchess of Cornwall and 
York. The intention of wbe Cummittes 
of that body is to erect s aovt of character- 
istic trophy in-the shapo of . Chinese 
payoda, thig.to be surmounted by a figure 
of Britannia holding a torch in her uplifted 
hand. The idea is that this torch shall be 
composed of olectric lights enclosed ina 
gauze frame. This conception, as will be 
noted, is not very different from that 
embodied in Bartholdi's gigautic statue of 
Liberty, crected on the island at the en- 
trance to New York Harbour. The idea 
emblematised is. that of the Chinese social 
fabric iuminated by the light of science 
and Western advance, Tho scale of the 
trophy is by no means insignificant, as it 
is purposed to heve a base of 40 feet 
aquire. The whole structare of the pagoda 
“would be lit up in tiers by Chinese lanterns, 
and it is contemplated to have, in con- 
jonction with the illuminated pagoda, 
mottoes of loyal welcomo. The question 
of site is one on which the Executive 
would hayo'to.be consulted, but the one 
that ‘commonds itself to the promoters of 
the idca is some suitable point on the Old 
Gaol grouud, 


‘Run’ on 2 Japanese Bank. 

The Jupan Iderald of the 13th inst.

other banks. But it cannot be danied that 
the economic market in Yokohama was 
tether badly influenced by this unpleasant 
incident. It seams that some persons who 
drew their monoy from one bank -hesitated 
to deposit the samo in another bank, being 
apprehensive of a possible crisis on- the 
market, and preferred to hoard their funds 
in their private vaults, or to squander them 
on. unproductive purposes ;' while others 
who possessed sume savings were frequent- 
ly unwilling to deposit them ‘in. banks for 
fear of danger, The baoks in Yokohama 
naturally began:to adopt @ timid attitude, 
and as a precautionary measuro endeavour- 
ed to increase ‘their specie -reservos by 
abstaining from liberally advancing “loans, 
It is feared thorefore that the circulation of 
qnonvy on the market of Yokokaiuna will’ be 
impeded. Some foreign merchants “in 
Yokohama have begun to refuse cheques 
drawa on Japanese banks, and ‘serious in- 
convenience is being experienced in tho 
transaction of business between natives and 
foreigners. -- Under - the Girevimstanees,

Japan's Sugar Tax. : 

The proposal to increase the Japanest 
Customs duty on sugar and sovernl other 
articles. has caused tho former to be im 
ported Ninto that country in Large quantities, 
os it was generally believed that tho 
increased dues would be levied in April 
next, Abvat 1,500,000 bags valuod at 15,000 
000 yen have already been imported. It 
now appears (says the Nayasaki Press) that 
the Government has decided, with tho 
approval of the Imperial Diet, to put the 
increased taxation in force in October next ; 
but before that date arrives, it is expected 
there will be in Japan enough sugar to 
incet.the homo demand for at least three 
years.
